The New Unptala-Gienoral.

The new Caplain-General of Caba, Don Fer-
nando Fernaudez de Cordova, is a member of a
distinguished Spanish family, and his brother
also, a Spanish general, has been promivently
vencerned, a8 well as himselt, in the affairs of
his country, from time to time, since early in
the {nreneut century. Don Fernando was born
Ju Madrid In 1792, entered the military service
m 1810, and wos rapidly promoted during the
war with Napoleon, 1o 1841 he was implicated
with General Concha ln the moyement instigated
by ODonnell againgt Espartero, In 1847 ha was
temporarily Miunister of War, and was then made
Ingpector-General of Infantry. Two years after-
ward he was eent to Italy at the bead of an
army'to aid in the restoration of the Pope. On
March 8, 1850, he was designated as Captain-
General of New Castile, In the following year to
the same position in Cuba, and in 1858 General-
in-Chief of Cavalry. At the outbreak of the
revolution of 1854, he was called nupon by Queen
Isabelln to formn new cabinet. This he declined
to do, but he ordered his troops to fire upon the
ingurgents, in the name of the Queen, and when
the latter were successful he fled from Madrid
in the night of the 27th of July and took refuge
in France. He returned to Madrid after the
events of 1856, and resumed his rank as general,
In September, 18064, he was named Minister of
War in the Cabinet of Narvaez.
